A s t o r ia , January 30th.—A distressing 
calamity resulting in the loss of three lives 
occurred near here to-day. The steamer 
Gleaner, eight t >ns burthen, the favorite 
passenger and freight boat to various logging 
camps located on streams in this vicinity, 
capsized near Tongue Point and sank íh 
two minutes. Peter Jordon, the Captain 
and owner, states that he left Astoria at 
10:30 a . m. witli seventeen passengers and 
three tons of freight for Deep River, W. T. 
A strong wind was blowing from the south­ 
west off Tongue Point. W hen he started 
across the river a heavy swell was running. 
W hen about a mile from the shore a swell 
struck the vessel. She broached to, and at 
the same time the freight lifted to one side, 
SENDING HER ON HER REAM’S END. 
She could not right herself, and before 
anything could be done she settled and 
sunk. Fortunately the Gleaner had a fish- 
ing-boat in tow. Says the Captain : “ When 
I lelt her sinking I climbed out of the pilot­ 
house window, jum ped in the river and 
swam to the fishing-boat. Several pas­ 
sengers did the same, and climbing in we 
picked up all those struggling in the cold 
river, except passengers Jacob Kennell, 
Miss Mary H olt and Miss H ilda W ilma. 
These three m ust have been in the little 
cabin when she sunk.” 
Jacob Rennell, of Deep River, leaves a 
wife and six children. 
Miss W ilma, aged fifteen, was also of 
Deep River. 
Miss Holt, aged twenty-six, an estimable 
lady, resided with her parents in this city. 
Of the almost numberless little steamers 
that have plied those waters, no such sad 
accident ever occurred before. The fishing- 
boat in tow was providential. But for it 
those saved m ust have all been lost, so 
quickly did the Gleaner go from under 
them in thirty feet of water.

W in n ip e g , January 30th. — The latest 
reports from the m ountains indicate that 
there has been great loss of life on the 
Canadian Pacific, owing to a snow slide. 
Passengers coming on the trains from 
Calgary bring meagre particulars of the 
disaster. A strong Chinook wind has been 
prevailing for the past week, and along the 
line, from Donald to Glacier, the snow has 
been coming down on the track in tre­ 
mendous quantities. Near Palisere Station, 
B. C., several men were caught in a slide. 
Only one was dug out alive, and he was 
badly bruised and injured, and is not ex­ 
pected to recover. 
The weather has put an effective stop to 
all through Canadian Pacific trains, and as 
the mountain streams are considerably 
swollen it may be some time before traffic 
is resumed.

W a s h in g t o n , January 30lh.—The Su­ 
preme Court to-day reversed the decision 
of the lower Court in the case of George F. 
Hall vs. The Western Union Telegraph 
Company. 
Hall wired his brokers at Oil 
City, Pa., to buy 10,000 barrels of petro­ 
leum. 
The message was not delivered 
until after the Exchange closed. The next 
morning petroleum advanced IS cents, and 
Hall claimed that by reason of the delay in 
the delivery of the message promptly he 
lost $1,800. The Court held that H all suf­ 
fered no actual loss, as there was no trans­ 
action in fact made, and there being neither 
a purchase nor a sale there was no actual 
difference between sums paid and sums re­ 
ceived in consequence of it. which could 
be set down in a profit and loss account. 
The only' damage for which he is entitled 
to recover is the cost of transm itting the 
delayed message. 
The case was remanded with directions 
to enter judgm ent for that amount. Ju s­ 
tice Matthews delivered the opinion. 


A qUESTION OF STATE’S RIGHTS. 
A decision was also rendered by the 
Court to day in the case of Joseph J. 
Smith vs. the State of Alabama, which 
presents another phase of the question of 
State’s rights. Smith was a locomotive 
engineer, and was engaged in managing a 
locomotive which regularly hauled trains 
into and out of the State of Alabama. 
He 
was arrested for failure to provide him self 
with the engineer's license required by the 
Act of the General Assembly of Alabama. 
On habeas corpus he asked >o be released 
upon the ground that the Act of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of Alabama was in violation 
of that clause of the United States Consti­ 
tution which confers upon Congress the 
power to regulate commerce among the 
States. For these reasons, the Court holds, 
this statute of Alabama—so far as it is al­ 
leged to contravene the Constitution of the 
United Slates—is a valid law. The judg­ 
ment of the Supreme Court of Alabama is 
affirmed. Justice Bradley disseuted.

G o v e r n m e n t L a n d s.

W a s h in g to n , January 30th.—The sub­ 
committee of the Public Lands Committee 
has framed a bill for the disposition of 
public lands. All the public domain is 
divided into agricultural, timber, mining, 
desert and reserved mineral lands, to be 
disposed of as heretofore. 
Tim ber lands are not to be sold, but the 
timber on every forty-acre tract shall be 
sold to the highest bidder, who shall be 
allowed six years to remove the limber. 
Bids shall be received sealed at the local 
land office in the district wherein the 
timber to be sold is located. After the re­ 
moval of the timber the land shall be re­ 
classified and disposed of as such lands. 
The desert land law, as amended, re­ 
quires persons desiring to enter such lands 
to file a map showing the proposed plan of 
irrigation and to be compelled to expend 
on such irrigation not less than $1 per acre 
each year for three years, and at the end ot 
three years to file a map showing the im ­ 
provement made, and one-fifth of the tract 
entered shall be cultivated. 
Agricultural lands shall be disposed of 
under the homestead laws, 
which are 
amended to prohibit any person who owns 
a home iu any State to enter a homestead 
in another State or Territory, prescribes a 
fine of not less than $100 nor more than 
$1,000 on persons seiting fire to or in any 
illegal way removing timber from public 
lands, anil provides for the appointment of 
three additional land inspectors at a saiury 
of $2,500.

They will probably not succeed. Several 
newspapers are m a k iD g war on the book­ 
makers, and advocating a u c tio n and mutual 
pools as the iairest methods of giving 
race-goers a chance to bet. 
The Tribune says: 
“ The fairest anti best 
way of betting on the races is by the French 
and auction pools. Frauds are much fewer 
in these forms of betting, and put-up jobs 
are far less frequent. The incomes of the 
jockey clubs—if the book-makers were kept 
awav altogether—from 
the 
percentages 
which come from the greatly increased bet­ 
ting at French and auction pools, would ex­ 
ceed the receipts from betting under the 
present system. 
If the public were once 
convinced that it would have a fair chance 
of winning, the belting on 
race-tracks 
would be vastly expanded and percentages 
would rise. 
The movement to abolish 
book-making, and coniine betting to French 
and m utual pools, is gaining strength every 
day.” 
The Mail and Express says: “ The peo 
pie who follow the racing stock would be 
able to see the actual quotations and know 
just how the heavy investors regarded the 
merits of each horse. The Paris mutual 
would give small investors an opportunity 
to follow the quotations shown in the auc­ 
tion pools. 
The race-goers would soon 
regard the new departure with favor.”

Buford, M. T , special savs : A letter under 
date of the 22d inst. from C. W. Ling, ob­ 
server of the United States Signal Corps at 
Poplar river, some sixty miles west of this 
place, contains interesting facts for the gen­ 
eral reader. It reads as follows: 
“A little meteorological data in regard to 
the climate may be of interest to the public, 
since it proclaims this point to be the hot­ 
test, as well as the coldest, in the United 
States, having an absolute range of temper­ 
ature almost equal to* that of Barnaul, Asia, 
or Yakutsk, Siberia. W e are now having 
intensely cold 
weather. 
Last 
Sunday 
morning the m inim um temperature was 
51° below zero. On the Monday morning 
following it was 67° below zero. 
Each inhabited house seemed to be a 
manufacturing establishment, having in 
it some powerful machinery, judging by 
the chimneys, from which a column of 
steam rose thirty feet in the air. Every­ 
body lings the tire, and those who are com­ 
pelled to go out are well wrapped in a buf­ 
falo coat. On New Year’s Dav, 1885, the 
minim um psvehrometer registered 63 1° 
below zero. This was the coldest reading 
ever recorded in the United States. 
To reverse the temperature and bring you 
back to hot weather. On July 12,1886, the 
maximum, temperature was 109.6° Fahren­ 
heit. For fifteen consecutive days the tem ­ 
perature averaged over 100° during July, 
1886. The average m axim um temperature 
year after year is over 100°, and for three 
months, June, July and August, the daily 
maxim um is seldom less than 90°. 
Any 
good American citizen who wishes to ex­ 
perience extreme heat and cold, let him 
come and locate at Poplar river, M. T , 
for one year.”

A FOLSOM TRAGEDY. 


A n I ta lia n , C ra zed W ith D r in k , T r ie s to 
M o rd er a C o m p a n io n 
News was received in this city at an early 
hour yesterday morning that there bad 
been a bloody and almost fatal affray on 
the Xatoma ranch, near Folsom. A repre­ 
sentative of the R k c o r d -U n io n was im m e­ 
diately dispatched to the battle-field, and 
returned about 5 p. m. yesterday. His in­ 
vestigation proved that a shooting affray 
had taken place near Folsom Sunday night. 
It appears that a party of Italians, a jolly 
crowd of the sons of Italy, had been in ­ 
dulging to an alarm ing extent in the cup 
that cheers, hut which aiso inebriates, and 
toward the “ wee sm a’ hours” of Monday 
morning they waxed exceedingly bellicose. 
Their singing, shouting and swearing in 
their native tongue was something fright­ 
ful to hear, and the neighbors for miles 
around were alarmed. One large and pow­ 
erful individual, who has the appearance 
of a brigand, seems to nave been on the 
warpath all around, and went in for blood­ 
letting. 
His name is Vincenzo Mannas- 
sero. 
After laving out Guiseppo 
Bro- 
tnm asti wilh an empty bottle, he went for 
Gicdanni Silva with a revolver. The latter 
alleges that Mannassero 


FI RED TWO SHOTS AT HIM, 
One of whiett entered his neck at the back 
of the carotid artery and came out a little 
to the left of the spinal column. Thp 
wounded man, si range to say. seemed very 
little inconvenienced by his injuries, which 
were skillfully dressed and attended to bv 
Dr. Eagle, cf Folsom. From what llie re­ 
porter could learn, Mannessero has threat­ 
ened Silva on several occasions, and there 
seems to be an abundance of evidence in 
the case of homicidal intent. The would- 
be murderer took to the woods soon after 
firing the two shots, and no donbt left un­ 
der the impression that the wounds he had 
inflicted with his murderous pistol would 
prove fatal. So fur he has not been ar­ 
rested, but the authorities are on his track. 
The latest accounts from Silva were that 
his wounds would not cause his death u n ­ 
less blood-poisoning set in.

T lie C a r ee r o f th e L a te C a p ta in H e n r y 
T . E a sth a in . 
The following clipping from tho San 
Francisco Chronicle will no doubt interest 
many of the readers of the R e c o r d -U n io n 
who were well acquainted with the dis­ 
tinguished pioneer referred to : 
Captain Henry F. Eastham, one of the 
oldest pioneers of this State, died at his 
residence iu East Oakland on Saturday at 
the ripe age of 76 years. Captain Eastham 
never sought nor held public office; his 
paths lay in other directions, and in m er­ 
cantile circles he was a well-known figure. 
Along the water front and on the Sacra­ 
mento river he w l s known and esteemed 
as one of nature's noblemen. 
W hen gold was discovered in California 
Captain Eastham was] in command of a 
New England vessel then at the Sandwich 
Islands, and in June, 1848, he arrived in 
this harbor as master of the brig Lucy 
Ferry. Soon after he took the brig up the 
Sacramento river to where the capita! city 
now is, the brig being the first vessel of 
the size to sail up the river, as Captain 
Eastham was the first man to pilot a vessel 
of that class to Sacramento. 
For forty 
years since then Captain Eas ham has been 
continuously engaged as master and pilot of 
vessels in San Francisco bay and ou the 
Sacramento river and tributaries. 
He was in command of the steamer 
Washoe when she blew up while on the 
Sacramento river, and although he was se­ 
riously injured by the explosion, he yet 
succeeded in taking the steamer to the bank. 
His injuries kept him from the perfornt- 
annce of activo duties for m any months. 
He was a member of the famous Vigiiance 
Committee in the early days of this city. 
Captain Eastham was born iu Exeter, N. 
II., December 25, 1811, and claimed de­ 
scent by his father’s side from a noble 
English family. 
He lost his father while 
stiil young, and went to New Bedford, 
Mass., entering into the whaling industry, 
with which lie continued his connection as 
master of various whaling ships until his 
arrival at this' port, in 1848, since which 
tim e he ha3 never been out of the State. 
He leaves a wife, to whom he had been 
• married for fifty-six years, one son—Henry 
' S. Eastham —and two daughters—Mrs. E. 
F. Gwynneth and Mrs. W illiam H. Fifield 
—all residing in Oakland.

A NAVAL EESSEVE. 


Following the example of the Cham­ 
bers of Commerce of San Francisco and 
New York, the Board of Trade of Chicago 
has passed strong resolutions approving 
the recommendation of the Secretary of 
the Navy in favor of a naval reserve 
The proposal oi the Secretary had its ori­ 
gin in the suggestion of Admiral Porter of 
the United States Navy. 
The idea gains 
in strength as it is discussed. 
The purpose 
is to enroll vessels iitted for naval service 
and men to he drilled as a torpedo and naval 
artillery reserve corps. 
A portion of this 
reserve is, of course, intended for the great 
lakes, the maritime importance of which 
is rapidly and greatly augmenting. 
The 
shipping now laid tip at Chicago alone ag­ 
gregates 154,528 tons net. 
There arrived 
at Chicago in 1887 11,950 vessels, repre­ 
senting an aggregate of 4,328,292 tons» 
while the clearances were 12,023 vessels, 
representing 4,421,560 tons. 
The slilp- 
m entsof grain for 1887 aggregated 10,503,­ 
540 bushels, of which 5,854,330 were corn, 
1,166,520 wheat, and 3,483,675 oats, and 
the duties collected were $4,734,950 97. A 
commerce so great as this demands that 
every proper prefatory step be taken to 
protect it, that in ease of war we may not 
be at the mercy of any foe. 
If th e commerce of the great lakes is 
thus important, how v:ist is that of the 
seaports, and how cxi>osed it will be in 
case of war. 
W hile wc believe that our 
navy should l»e much enlarged, the iht- 
raanent naval 
force considerably aug­ 
mented, and the coast defenses improved, 
to the great reduction of the surplus, it is 
,»ot held that the perm anent naval forces 
should l»e so large as to give complete pro­ 
tection to the thousands of miles of our 
exj>osed coast line. Such a policy would 
require a navy and equipment in excess of 
th at of any nation of the globe, and it 
would possibly constitute a dangerous ele­ 
ment, to say nothing of the almost im­ 
measurable cest it would involve. 
But as 
the Secretary of the Navy asks, if perma­ 
nent land forces may lie wisely backed by 
auxiliaries in the shape of State m ilitia or 
national guards, why may not the same 
policy be applied to the navy ? 
1 >f course it is seen, as already intim ated, 
that the training under Government su­ 
pervision and patronage of our able sea­ 
men in the art of naval warfare and the 
handling of guns and torpedoes, and the 
enrollment of proper ships, would qualify 
a reserve that would meet the sudden de­ 
mand for men and vessels upon the out­ 
break of war. 
Upon this subject the Sec­ 
retary of the Navy says; 
Inquiries have also been m ade at the Depart­ 
ment. from cities of the grc at lakes, and m eet­ 
ings have been held in cities of the South in ­ 
dorsing the form ation of such a national organ­ 
ization. The Department has inform ed itself 
fully of the different systems of organization for 
coast defense and naval reserves at present in 
force in foreign countries, and is prepared to 
form ulate a general plan for a sim ilar organiza­ 
tion to m eet tint requirem ents and conditions of 
our own institutions. 
H should resemble in 
organization that of the National Guard, rest 
tipou the foundation of local interest, contem ­ 
plate the employment and rapid m obilization 
of steam ers enrolled on an auxiliare naval list, 
and be calculated to produce th e best results 
upon a com paratively sm all uational expendi­ 
ture. In tim e of w ar troop ships or transports 
are in great dem and. Several European Gov­ 
ernm ents m ake an annual contribution, based 
on tonnage, to com panies cons' rticting new ves­ 
sels. 
rh e consideration to the Government is a 
counter agreem ent, perm itting the Government 
to take such a vessel for a transport in tim e of 
war upon terms nam ed in tiie agreem ent. The 
Government officials are also consulted as to her 
mode of construction, and she goes 011 the na­ 
vel reserve list. These pavmcut» are incident­ 
ally in the nature of a subsidy to th e ship 
owner, and this, with the Uberul paym ents for 
Government transportation of marls, etc., keeps 
a large Meet of m erchantm en atln .t as 11 reserve 
ready for tim e of war. W ithout ships and 
traiued seamen there can be un naval reserve. 


THE PE0P8SED UNION TBEATY. 


Stepniak whose “ Underground Russia” 
had such a wide reading in the United 
States, protests against the proposed ex­ 
tradition treaty between the United States 
and Russia. 
H is objection is that the 
treaty will, if ratified, enable Russia to 
reclaim “ patriotic Russians designated as 
Nihilists,” who seek refuge in the United 
States, and to exile them to Siberia, burv 
them living in Russian fortresses, or send 
them to the scaffold. The protest is not 
forcible. 
Stepinak mistakes the text and 
intent of the proposed treaty. 
As we un­ 
derstand it, the convention is to seetire the 
return by cither country of escaped crim­ 
inals who have committed certain speci­ 
fies! offenses, recognized in both countries 
as crimes. Among these are classified 
those who kill, or attem pt to assassinate 
magistrates, presidents, rulers, etc. That 
is to say, had such a treaty as is now pro­ 
poser! been in operation when Guitcau as­ 
sassinated President Garfield, and had the 
assassin eta-aped to Russia, the United 
States Government could have demanded 
his extradition. The Nihilists make ntanv 
demands with which Americans sympa­ 
thize. 
Their claim th at a constitutional 
government shall he established is ju st; 
we recognize that the most of the libertie: 
for which they clamor are such as we now 
enjoy in greater degree than they eveu 
hope for. 
But the methods they employ 
for the accomplishment of their ends are 
largely indefensible, and in many respects 
abhorrent. 
They would cover murder and 
arson with the cloak of political offense 
and extend the protecting arm of patriot­ 
ism over crimes infamous in the extreme. 
Admitted that whatever th e despotism of 
Russia sutlers at the hands of Nihilism is 
the natural result of its policy, it remains 
that there can be no recognition of as­ 
sassination as a means to political freedom 
we cannot, under this free Government, 
recognize such crime and succor it else­ 
where, without approving it when used 
against ourseives. 
The defease of the 
hand that hurls a bomb against ¿be Czar 
wijl justify murderous assault upon the 
chief magistrate of the Republic. 
If we 
expect to reclaim from foreign refuge ike 
infamous wretch -s who ply dagger and 
bomb here, we must stand ready to yield 
up those w ho employ such agencies against 
the constituted authorities of such refuges. 
From this tiiere is no escape. 
It is sim­ 
ply a question w hether we will perm it our 
assassins escaping to Russia to remain 
there in safety, rathoi than surrender Rus­ 
sian assassins who fly to America and 
claim shelter under the plea that the strug­ 
gle for liberty ju..tiñes their methods. 
It 
is certainly true that a hundred Russian 
escapes” come tu u- !o one of our crirai» 


nals who take refuge upon Russian soil, | 
but this in no wise affects the principle 
involved. 
It docs, however, relate to the 
!>olicy of the proposed treaty, and in the 
consideration of that it must lie admitted, 
that Russia has far more to gain by th e 
treatv than the United States. 


VACCINATION. 


I f «s is rejtorted Russia contemplates an 
early invasion of Bulgaria, it will be no 
mere than the movements of th e last four 
weeks have indicated. Should the tres­ 
pass begin, the European powers will be 
driven from their policy of trim m ing and 
l»e forced to make a showing of hands. 
Heretofore they have bristled tip at Russia 
and then perm itted her to do pretty much 
as she pleased with tiie Slav States not 
bordering upon German territory. 
In the 
present instance, however, A ustria is more 
deeply concerned than ever before anti 
will unquestionably resist. 
As for Ger­ 
many, not even the < iermans venture to 
forecast what the position of th at Govern­ 
ment will be. 
Bismarck does not wish 
war, nor to be involved in the foreshadowed 
conflict, but that he can escape from it 
seems hardly po--ible. 


T h e infamy of mob law was never more 
vividly illustrated than in the ease re­ 
ported by telegraph yesterday from Ken­ 
tucky. 
A young 
woman 
having been 
outrageously assaulted, a mob gathered, 
and, itt its fury and appetite for a victim, 
seized upon a voting negro and proceeded 
to hang him. 
W hile he was in the death 
agony it was discovered that he was inno­ 
cent of the crime. 
Such an occurence, it 
would seem, would tend to check the mob 
sp irit; hut it is safe to predict that the 
next incident which rouses the angry pas­ 
sions to action in Kentucky will he distin­ 
guished by as much of ferocity as the last. 
The mob has neither memory, conscience 
nor mercy. 
It is of the savagery of men 
and knows no restraint. 


T h e r e is a good deal of unnecessary in­ 
terest taken in the attem pt to assassinate 
Louise M ichel. 
The wretched man who 
attem pted to blow out her brains, hut in­ 
voked the instrum entality in behalf of his 
insane conviction of duty that she has so 
frequently urged the French Socialists to 
employ against those they conceive stand 
in the way of progress. 
Michel should 
not complain—she preaches by the sword 
and torch, and it will not l»e surprising if 
she falls hv the one or perishes hv the 
other. 


G e o r g e and M cGlynn have broken the 
unity that has heretofore held them in 
common purpose. The tariff is the rock 
upon which they divided. 
They are not 
unlike the great political parties, which 
are by no means internally agreed upon the 
customs revenue question, nor are they 
likelv to be.

Complaint has been made through the 
columns of the R e c o rd -U n io s that the 
Sacramento physicians of one school of 
medicine charge $2 50 for vaccinating in 
eacit case, and that this is an excessively 
heavy tax, especially for those of limited 
means with large families. 
Inquiry being 
made into the matter, it developed that the 
physicians referred to are organized as a 
medical society for study, improvement 
and mutual benefit, and that their agreed 
schedule of prices for the exercise of tneir 
skill in vaccination has long been $2 50 a 
case. But it is stated that when one is 
called to vaccinate a family, the "per head” 
charge is not made, but whatever the phy­ 
sician chooses less than that figure. 
Look­ 
ing upon the act of vaccinating as one of as 
much importance as writing a prescription, 
these gentlemen make the same charge. It 
is certainly their right to charge just what 
they please, ami if one is dissatisfied with 
it lie can seek elsewhere. 
Physicians in 
the city of another medical school have a 
different schedule of charges, and one of 
its membership, by communication, states 
that the fee they ask for vaccination is $1. 
As between the Iwo, or any other classes of 
doctors, we have 110 concern in the matter. 
W hat does concern the public, however, is 
that the vaccination shall be general, and 
be 
performed by 
competent 
persons. 
Most citizens prefer to employ for this pur­ 
pose for their households the physicians 
who generally attend upon their families, 
ami in these cases, we apprehend, there is 
no special difficulty about adjusting the 
fee to the capacity to pay within the m áxi­ 
mum s named. But it is of the highest im ­ 
portance that vaccination should be gen­ 
erally resorted to, and at once. 
It is the 
only known means of stamping out tliut 
loathsome disease, small-pox, and where 
it is epidemic all arouad us, it is the proper 
means to employ to prevent it fixing upon 
Sacramento. It would find nothing here to 
feed upon. To that end, while the very 
poor are vaccinated without charge by the 
City Physician, there should be appointed 
two or three public vaccinators, to be paid 
jointly, perhaps, by the county and the city. 
As it is, the City Physician is"applied to by 
numbers who cannot be classified as poor, 
and have no right to Iree vaccination, 
while others are compelled to pay. The 
public concern is superior to individual 
convenience; it is a matter of general 
public interest that all the people should 
be vaccinated, as much so as that sanitary 
regulations should be provided, and cleanli­ 
ness of the city encouraged. In San Fran­ 
cisco there are many public vaccinators 
paid out of the municipal purse, because 
the preventive act is for the benefit of all 
the people. Nearly all the Eastern cities 
have public vaccinators, who vaccinate all 
comers without fee. There is no reason 
w hy the rule should not be established 
here, and the people of the city and the 
county be enabled "to secure vaccination at 
the expense of their common treasuries. 
It is marvelous that Sacramento has es­ 
caped heavy visitation of the pest thus far. 
but fortunate exemption to this date should 
not encourage any delay in m aking vacci­ 
nation general, and to that end let the local 
government appoint public vaccinators at 
once. 


I t is gratifying to learn from expres­ 
sions of the Chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee that the intentions 
of the committee, in their efforts to reduce 
the tariff' rates so as to give revenue only, 
do not contemplate any injury to the fruit 
interests of California.

An E ffort to O btain Low er R ates F rom 
th e S outhern Pacific. 
A delegation from committees appointed 
by the Fruit Union, State H orticultural So­ 
ciety and State Board of Trade met in con­ 
ference to-day at Fourth and Townsend 
streets with General Manager Towne of the 
Southern Pacific. There were present R. 
B. Blowers, of W oodland, for the Fruit 
Union; Jam es Bettner, of Riverside, for the 
H orticultural Society, and General Man­ 
ager Brown, of the State Board. For the 
railroad company, besides Mr. Towne, were 
present Asoistant Freight Agent Sproul and 
General Superintendent Fillmore. 
The 
conference was in reference to rates on fruit 
shipments East. The visitors came to ask 
that the coming season im portant reduc­ 
tions in existing carload rates to Eastern 
points be made. 
Mr. Blowers presented the chiel argu­ 
ments favoring a reduction, reciting details 
of the good work done by the Union last 
season, and giving assurance of more ship­ 
ments this year than ever before. The de­ 
sire for a through rate of $400 a car from 
San Francisco to New York was expressed. 
It is desired also that smaller trains than 
last season be taken at the same rate. 
Mr. Bettner related some facts regarding 
fruit shipments in the South, and men­ 
tioned rates given and proposed by the 
Santa Fe system. 
Mr. Brown announced himself as some­ 
what of a novice in tariff matters, but said 
he represented a body that was working 
for the State, and he felt confident that the 
company would do all it could ior Cali­ 
fornia. 
Mr. Towne promised earnest considera­ 
tion of the desires expressed, agreeing to 
confer with officials of the Southern Pacific 
connections East. The rate last year was 
as low as the fruit could be handled, and 
tari if sheets of Eastern roads were quoted 
to show that the rate was as low as any 
road granted. He promised the best efforts 
of the company’ for the State, saying that 
the managers were satisfied that the best 
in terest of the State were those of the 
railroad, and that only by m utual conces­ 
sion and m utual action may’ California be 
prospered as they would aii have it prosper. 
The committee would be informed of any 
decision reached after conference with con 
necting railroad lines.—S. F. Bnlletin.

PORTLAND CUT OFF. 


The Storm in th e Siskiyou M ountains 
M ake* T ravel Im possible. 
On account of the numerous landslides 
all along the Oregon road, the Oregon ex­ 
press will hereafter run as far as Redding 
and return. The earth has been so soft­ 
ened by the recent rains that the least jar 
causes it to slide, and such a happening 
when a train is passing might cause a seri­ 
ous accident. 
A dispatch from Portland last night says : 
This city, for the first time in m any years, 
is cut off irom direct communication with 
San Francisco, except by wire. The South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad in the Siskiyou m oun­ 
tains is in considerable trouble, and it is re­ 
ported there areno less than fifty eartli and 
rock slides between Sissons nn the south 
slope and Sfeittrnan’s on the north slope in 
the mountains o! Oregon and California. 
There has been several slides and wash­ 
outs in the Cotv creek and Grove creek 
mountains. 
It is thought that through 
travel cannot be resumed until Friday or 
Saturday.

January 30th.—B. S. Sehettler, 
a prominent Mormon, was indicted over a 
year ago for unlawful cohabitation. When 
wanted as witnesses his second and third 
wives could not be found, and the Govtrn- 
nvent obtained continuances on account of 
the absence of material witnesses. Schettlc-r 
protested, demanding instant trial. Last 
Saturday the third wife was found and put 
under bonds as a witness. To-day the 
deputies found the second wife a; Wood's 
Cross, and brought her to this city, where 
she was put under $600 bouds as a"witness. 
She told Deput}’ Marshal Cannon that she 
had been hiding for two years, sr.d was 
very tired of it, and was ready to give her 
evidence. “ Mr. Sehettler may be pun­ 
ished in this world, but you íellows will 
get it in the next,” she said. She knew 
Mr. Sehettler was too religious to go back 
on polygamy, and while hiding she “ felt 
worse than if she were in prison,” and now 
that she had been found sbe would tell tite 
truth. “And,” she said, “I don't know i i 
I will have any friends left among the Mor­ 
mons after I have told the truth, but i 
don’t intend to lie.”

S u tle r C an n in g C o m p an y I’rosperou*. 
At a recent meeting of the Directors of 
the Sutter Canning and Packing Company 
the initial steps were taken to have the 
cannery enlarged. 
A Building Committee 
of three were appointed, consisting of J. C. 
Gray, It. C. Kells and B. F. W alton, whose 
duty it is to make all necessary arrange­ 
ments to have the enlargement effected in 
season for the new crop. The cannery, it 
is understood, is to have thrice the present 
capacity, and will be in condition to handle 
ail the fruit grown in this section. 
It is 
also contemplated to add a large dryer to 
the establishment and in this way to meet 
ail demands upon the institution by our 
fruit growers. The company have also 
purchased two more acres of ground ad 
joining their lot on the south, where com­ 
fortable quarters are to be erected for the 
operatives, where board and lodging can be 
secured at bare cost. This step has been 
rendered necessary in consequence of the 
lack of the local supply of help during the 
busy season, when it becomes necessary 
to bring help from a distance, which 
can thus be housed and fed on the 
grounds as economically as at home. 
What was 
at 
first only a doubtful 
experiment is now a grand success, and 
will now move on to enrich the stockhold­ 
ers, the fruit-growers, the thousands of new 
laborers required in all branches, and last, 
but not least, the landowners of this 
matchless little county of Butter. This 
conversion of onr rich grain farms to fruit 
is timely, for, contrary to all expectations, 
it would seem that the old wheat prices are 
never again to be realized. New wheat re­ 
gions are being opened faster than con­ 
sumptive markets, and the staple flourishes 
over a much wider latitude than the fruits, 
especially the California or semi-tropic 
fruits, in which we have scarcely a competi­ 
tor. Onr advantage in this respect is per­ 
ceived by the East, and we might say by 
the world at large, and there is a decided 
disposition manifest that Californians will 
be requested to share with others the 
bounty of her soil and climate. W e are 
glad that our progressive farmers are “ set­ 
ting their houses in order” to accommo­ 
date the growing business their own act3 
invoked.— Sutter Counti/ Farmer.
